from the time of its origin. 


We propose to giv.; the public from 


day to day so muck of tlie doinm of 
this body here as is of interest lo the out- 
side world. A portion of the proceed- 
ings a "i of course private. 


The follow!jg sketch will introduce 


our readers to -the ordi", and enable 
thorn better to understand the proceed- 
ings from day to day. 


The Independent Order of Good Tem- 


plars oiigiiiatcd in an obscure village in 
Xew Yoik about twenty-five years ago, 
and lodges were organi?ed in a short 
time in various pattsof that state and 
spread rapidly into other states. In 
1853 a sulllcient number of Lodges had 
been instituted in Illinois to justify the 
organuatio'n of a body which should 
have jurisdiction over the work in the 
state, aad accordingly on the 13th of 
April in that year representatives from 
different lodges, to the number of eigh- 
teen, met at Aurora and instituted the 
Grand Lodge, which meets to-day in 
the hall of Docatur Lodge, in its twenty- 
third annual session. Two sessions of 
this body have previously been held in 
this city—the eighth in 1881 and the 
fourteenth in 1867. 


The work performed by the order in 


the State has been beneficial and far- 
reaching, aud its influence is i'elt in all 
circles of society. 
The members are 


earnest, nn;l have been very successful 
in their cll'orts in raising the fallen and 
restoring them to the paths of rectitude 
aud peaceful security from the influence 
of strong drink. 


Delegates have come from all parts of 


the State, and among them arc many 
who have felt the power of drink, and 
have been rescued from its chains. 


Among other means used in tlie refor- 


mation of inebriates, the order early 
established an institution for the perma- 
nent restoration of inebriates, called the 
Washington Ilome, which is under the 
direction of a board of directors in the 
interest of the order. It is located in 
Chicago, at 5BG West Madison street.— 
The following statement ot the work of 
this institution will be of interest to 
the friends and promoters of the tem- 
perance reform. 


The Home has a large number of rep- 


resentatives, who sre among the most 
able and cfllcient workers in the temper- 
ance work. 
Of 792 graduates whose 


history is known 525 are to-day living 
exponents of total abstinence, and; of 
2iU who have been admitted since the 
first -of January last up to the first of 
July, 24 only have broken their resolves 
and fallen. 


One of our graduates who is among 


the most efficient workers in this city, 
lias personally, during the last nine 
years, given the pledge to 480 inebriates, 
nml i!50 of them arc to-day reformed 
men. One of the number he found in 
a saloon dead druuk, he took him upon 
Ins shoulder, carried him home and 
cared for him, until the stupor of drink 
had passed away, and to-day that man 
occupies one of the most influential 
positions in one of the best railroad 
companies of the West. Tlie organizing 
and efficient work of the reform clubs 
and radicals, in which thousands have
